CHINESE SLOWLY

TIENTSIN, Aug. 14.—Japanese 
commanders were reported authori- 
tatively today to be massing 12,000 
soldiers in Mukden, Manchoukuo, 
as reinforcements for a quick rush 
into the North China region. 

The Japanese were said to be pre- 
paring 100 supply trains to trans- 
port new troop concentrations into 
Hopeh province at the rate of 12 
trainloads a day. ' 

Already a steady stream of Jap- 
anese soldiers is pouring in, many 
units passing hurriedly through 
Tientsin, apparently headed for the 
acute trouble zones, north of Peip- 
ing at Nankow Pass and at Shang- 
hai. 

It is estimated that 5000 have 
gone through Tientsin in the last 24 
hours. 

Troops Sent to Nankow Pass. 

The heaviest concentrations are 
being sent north to Nankow Pass, 
where .Japanese troops have 
pounded in vain against the 4000 
Chinese defenders of the gateway 
to Chahar province and Mongolia. 

Other reinforcements have been 
hurried south of Peiping on the 
Peiping-Hankow railway, where it 
was considered likely major Jap- 
anese and Chinese forces would 
clash eventually. 

Japanese reports said after 30 
hours of continuous assault Japan’s 
forces had inched their way to the 
western mountainside. of Nankow 
Pass, pushing the Chinese forces 
farther into the canyon.

Relief: A Problem for All 


Care of jobless a joint task for everybody, from Washington down to individual citi- 
zens in villages, says son of late ex-President; Government grants-in-aid required 
to preserve sound standards; speaker urges states to build up their own “vestigial 
vertebra,’ and local units to mobilize public opinion to keep relief out of politics. 


From an Address by Charles P. Taft, Before Conference on Social Work, Indianapolis. 


NEMPLOYMENT is the root of our 

problems today. In a profound sense, the 

world has no other problem. Unemploy- 
ment is responsible for holding back the 
purchasing power of masses of people. It 
prevents the balancing of national budgets. 
It is responsible for the growth of social 
bitterness and of class feeling; for the sense 
of injustice that sustains Communism at 
home and threatens war between nations; 
and it produces the impatient urge for 
action, any kind of action, that so often 
turns into Fascism. 

In the United States, rather grudgingly, 
we finally did something about unemploy- 
ment relief. At first it was a dole under 
various names; then it was work relief 
under various names. By that program we 
have succeeded probably in preventing all 
but a minimum of starvation and exposure. 
For that we can be thankful, but we need 
not be proud; we could hardly do less for 
our fellows of the American community, and 
we have not been very intelligent about it. 

Any program to tackle this job costs mon- 
ey. It costs money to train and retrain peo- 
ple, and it costs money to guide them to self- 
support. Who is going to foot the bill? A 
number of vigorous advocates of return to 
normalcy claim that the problem of unem- 
ployment can be met simply by cutting off 
the funds and turning the unemployed back 
to fend for themselves with the assistance of 
private agencies, churches and local com- 
munities. These people are not even as 
smart as ostriches. 


The money has to come from every agency 
concerned, private and public. This is a part- 
nership that you and I belong to, this body 
politic called the United States. Co-ordina- 
tion of governments can come about only 
if the government from Washington down 
to the townships.and villages think of them- 
selves as partners. 

In that partnership, our national Govern- 
ment must contribute its fair share. We 
cannot let Washington run out on it. Wash- 
ington cannot give every employable person 
a job, and nobody with any sense ever 
thought it could. But neither can we do this 
job without Federal subsidies, and nobody 
except reactionaries living in the intellectual 
atmosphere of 1900 ever thought we could. 
There are several reasons for that state of 
affairs, but one very fundamental reason is 
that Washington is occupying so much of 
the available fields of taxation that the tax- 
ing ability of states and municipalities. is 
seriously impaired. 

An additional reason why 
must contribute is because there 
way but grants-in-aid to make 
local governments’ contribute 
shares, and to make them keep 
quate standards and conform to 
uniform plans of operation. 

There is a very important place for the 
states in our system of government, which 
at the moment most of them are not filling, 
but the reason is not requirements for get- 
ting Federal grants-in-aid. The reason is 
the utter demoralization of state govern- 
ments under political gangs, many of which 
have been Republican in past and most of

which are Democratic today. Minimum re- 
quirements for Federal grants-in-aid today 
will not weaken the states; they will begin 
to build up their present vestigial vertebrae. 

The point I want to pound home is that we 
can break the back of this problem in the 
localities individually. There will still be de- 
pressed areas that need special treatment, 
but the community is the meat of this nut 
we have to crack, and the states are plenty 
adequate as the intermediate division point 
to service the community. 


When we come to local government, what 
we need is democracy, instead of Commu- 
nism or Fascism. It is Communism when 
we turf over the solution of our unemploy- 
ment problem to the party machine, the 
“politicalariat,” just as much as when we 
let the proletariat dictate to us. In each 
case, we let a small group of privileged peo- 
ple run the rest of us and look down their 
noses at us. On the other hand, it is prac- 
tically Fascism when we abdicate our places 
as citizens on the plea that this takes some- 
thing special that only a few experts know 
anything about, experts who are in Wash- 
ington and the state capitals and whose 
deputies are at home, all able to tell us 
just what we should do. 

The democratic way to go after that prob- 
lem is to educate us all about the facts, and 
then to plan our attack and mobilize every- 
body in the community. 

Any community set-up includes the private 
agencies. From them are recruited the best 
of the public servants. They are experiment 
stations for subsequent Government activity. 
They give to the whole enterprise the ele- 
ment of character building which few Gov- 
ernment agencies are in a position to con- 
tribute. They take the extra steps that Gov- 
ernment can't pay for. They are the ones 
who build morale, that essential bridge be- 
tween the relief rolls and the permanent job. 
Their boards and committees furnish experi- 
enced laymen who know how to do particu- 
lar jobs and general organization work. 

So there is your partnership of the Fed- 
eral, state and local governments, the pri- 
vate agencies and the people, the people in 
need and the people who help them. 


MILLES’ PLACE IN ART.

“A citizen so situated has too much go® 
ernmental machinery to watch. He may not 
realize that 10 sets of officials are ap 
ating public funds, levying taxes and issuing 
bonds. . . . There is no real need for 
many overlapping units of government 
There is excuse, but no necessity, for thé 
vast army of useless officials we are carty* 
ing upon our backs.”

PARIS, Aug. 14.—France has ine 
formed the British Government it 
cannot shelter more Spanish refu- 
gees until some part of the 50,000 
now living in France are repatriat- 
ed or sent to other countries. At

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. — The 
President could regroup, consoli- 
date or abolish the 133 executive 
agencies under a bill which passed 
the House yesterday, 285 to 75. 

The measure, which also provides 
for a new Department of Public 
Welfare, went to the Senate, where 
leaders have decided to postpone 
action until next session. 

In general, the bill carried out 
a part of the recommendations of 
President Roosevelt for reorgani- 
zation of the executive branch of 
the Government. 

Four hours of debate preceded 
the vote. Republicans complained 
the bill would result in concentra- 
tion of greater power in the Chief 
Executive. 

Declaring Federal Bureaus have 
grown into a “Frankenstein” Chair- 
man Warren of the House Commit- 
tee on Reorganization, replied the 
bill would lead to more economical 
and efficient government. 

The New Cabinet Department

The Relative 
Toughness of 
Men’s Beards 


Whiskers.

E had some very good advice 
W- shaving from Jerome Eph- 

raim (reported in this column 
in May), and it proves sound when 
examined against the first elab- 
orate scientific study of shaving 
ever made and reported last month 
from the Mellon institute. 

This is properly a health subject, 
and is of sufficient importance to 
be given plenty of prominence and 
publicity. There is nothing more 
luxurious than a good shave, and 
nothing more annoying than a poor 
one: and the annoyance lasts all 
day with a rough, stinging, sore 
face. 
attention that the shaver should 
take the most loving care of his 
instruments and all the appliances, 
such as soap and brush and water. 

Nowodays it is a subject of in- 
terest to women as well as men, 
since the removal of hair from legs 
is considered so desirable, and since 
shaving is considered by dermatolo- 
gists as the best way of removing 
hair (removal of superfluous hair 
permanently is best done by elec- 
trolysis). So we intend to review 
this Mellon report at some length. 

A little history is interesting. I 
suppose everyone has wondered 
how the Romans, who are always 
depicted with smooth faces, shaved. 
It doesn’t seem to kave been as 
much of a problem with the Greeks 
and ancient Hebrews, if we can be- 
lieve the classic representations of 


and Moses. The Romans had good 
metal implements. 

Scipio igs credited with having in- 
troduced shaving as a daily prac- 
tice among the Romans. But shav- 
ing itself is much older than that. 
The Bible (Numbers 6, 5 and 9. Le- 
viticus 21 and 5), has references to 
shaving. The ancient Egyptians 
undoubtedly shaved; when I was in 
Egypt a year or two ago my guide 
gave me a razor and hone made of 
a kind of hard, smooth stone of 
great antiquity; he said he had 
shaved often with similar ones, and 
if sufficient time were given to the

Why not put them in touch with 
constructive activities rather than 
leave them to mischievous ones?” 

There are of course, many semi- 
private philanthropic and_ social 
agencies taking children off the 
city streets for brief outings at 
camps around St. Louis. Sherwood 
Forest is the nearest approach to 
the idea of a really publicly sup- 
ported vacation camp. Not entirely 
supported since it depends partly 
on volunteer, unpaid personnel. And 
only a limited step thus far toward 
the ideal of bringing camping ex- 
perience to all children, since there 
are facilities for only about 100 
boys or girls at a time and in 
order to accommodate others, they 
can remain only two weeks. 4

Cool to luke warm then 
add the yeast (dissolved in a little 
cold milk).

Make the batter about 
nine in the morning. Knead down 
at about 1 p. m. and shake in a very 
little flour and let rise again. Roll 
out and cut about two and a half 
hours before baking. The mixture 
will be very soft and hard to handle 
but that is what makes the rolls 
light. If you ‘want the rolls for 
luncheon set the dough the night 
before. 

RASPBERRY CREAM. 


Pick over one quart of red rasp- 
berries. Whip two and a half cups 
of cream stiff and sweeten to taste.

AMATEUR TAXIDERMY AS A 
HOBBY. 


Since this department advocated 
Taxidermy for the Masses, to oc- 
cupy the leisure time made avail- 
able by the 40-hour week, we have 
been deluged with questions. Some 
of the questions, coming by phone, 
telegraph and special delivery let- 
ter, are pathetic. Others are inso- 
lent. Some are incoherent. Today 
let us take some of these questions, 
tear them apart, and see if we 
can put them together again. 


“Can I stuff a salmon?” is the 
question coming from Isadore Duf- 
fus, aged nine. 


We are glad you asked that ques- 
tion, Isadore.
